PANY, Limited,  popularly  known  as  the 
NIAGARA   RIVER   LINE,  consists  of

(Sunday  excepted)  between  Toronto,  Ont. ,  and 
Lewiston,  N.Y.,  via  Lake  Ontario  and  the 
Niagara  River,  calling  at  Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Onl.,  and  OiuHMiston,  Ont.

CONNECTION  is  made  at  Lewiston, 
N.Y.,  with  trains  of  the  New^  York 
Central  &  Hudson  River  R.  R.  from 
Niag-ara  Falls,  Buffalo  and  New  York, 
and  with  the  electric  cars  of  the  "Great  Gorg-e 
Route"  from  Niagara  Falls  and  Buflfalo.  At 
Niagara-on-the-Lake,  on  the  Canadian  side  of 
the  river,  the  steamers  are  met  by  trains  of  the 
Michigan  Central  R.  R.,  making  connection  for 
Niagara  Falls  and  Buffalo.  At  Queenston,  seven 
miles  up  the  river  (opposite  Lewiston),  electric 
cars  of  the  International  Railway  Company  start 
from  steamer  landing  and  follow  the  Canadian 
cliff  to  Niagara  Falls. 

A  visit  to  Niagara  Falls  is  incomplete  without 
the  trip  to  Toronto,  Canada.  To  the  United 
States  citizen  there  is  a  peculiar  charm  in  "cross- 
ing the  border"  and  entering  "foreign  land." 
The  words  "British  North  America"  have  a  fas- 
cinating sound,  and  a  day  cannot  be  more  en- 
joyably  spent  than  by  taking  the  boat  at  Lewiston 
or  Queenston  for  a  seven  mile  sail  down  the 
Niagara  River  and  a  thirty  mile  run  across  Lake 
Ontario  to  one  of  the  largest  and  most  interesting 
cities  in  Canada.  The  Niagara  Gorge  scenery 
between  Niagara  Falls  and  Lewiston  or  Queenston 
is  unsurpassed,  and  there  is  not  a  dull  moment  in 
I      the  trip  through  to  Toronto  and  return.

STEAMER  CORONA  LANOING  AT  LEWISTON 


LEWISTON,  N.Y.,  is  reached  from  Niagara 
Falls  by  the  New  York  Central  &  Hudson 
River  R.  R.  and  the  Niagara  Gorge 
R.  R.  (Great  Gorge  Route).  It  is  situated 
at  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  lower  Niagara 
River,  steamers  being  unable  to  stem  the  current 
above  that  point,  and  therefore  it  is  the  terminal 
for  the  Niagara  Navigation  Company.  Lewlston 
is  one  of  the  most  charming  spots  upon  the 
Niagara  frontier,  the  beautiful  view  from  the 
verandah  of  the  Hotel  Cornell,  showing  Queen- 
ston  Heights,  the  Niagara  Gorge  and  the 
winding  river  below,  is  world-renowned.  It  is  a 
delightful  place  to  spend  a  restful  holiday. 

QUEENSTON,  ONT.,  is  a  quaint  village 
upon  the  Canadian  shore,  directly  opposite 
Lewiston.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the  International 
Electric  Road  from  Niagara  Falls,  the  cars 
running  to  the  dock,  connecting  with  the  Niagara 
River  Line  steamers  for  Toronto. 

After  leaving  Lewiston,  the  steamers  head 
northward  and  follow  the  current  for  seven  miles, 
the  beautiful  shores  of  the  United  States  on  the 
right  and  Canada  upon  the  left,  providing  an 
ever-changing  panorama  of  delightful  scenery. 
At  the  mouth  of  the  Niagara  River  a  landing  is 
,  made  at  the  fascinating  summer  resort  of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake.

\  lEW  OF  NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKK  FROM  BOAT 


NIAGARA-ON-THE-LAKE,  ONT.  This 
is  one  of  the  oldest  towns  in  Canada 
and  formerly  the  capital  of  the  Province, 
when  it  was  known  as  Newark."  Oc- 
cupying a  prominent  position  close  to  the  river 
stands  the  Queen's  Royal  Hotel,  whose  broad 
verandahs,  beautiful  grounds  and  reputation  for 
hospitality  make  it  a  popular  resort  for  summer 
tourists.  Golf  links  and  tennis  courts  adjacent 
to  the  hotel  are  the  scenes  of  important  cham- 
pionship matches  during"  the  season.  A  short 
distance  from  the  landing,  the  "Oban"  and 
"Strathcona"  hotels  are  also  favorite  hostelries 
at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  a:nd  there  are  numerous 
boarding  houses,  where  comfortable  accommo- 
dation may  be  obtamed  at  reasonable  rates. 

Evidence  of  the  "fighting  days"  at  Niagara- 
on-the-Lake  is  furnished  by  old  Fort  Missassauga, 
which  can  be  seen  from  the  deck  of  the  steamer. 
Its  walls  are  carefully  preserved  among  the 
many  other  historic  relics  of  the  past  which  add 
to  the  interest  of  the  stranger. 

Trains  of  the  Michigan  Central  R.  R.,  from 
Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls,  make  connection 
at  the  landing  with  the  Niagara  River  Line 
Steamers.

OLD  FORT  NIAGARA 


OPPOSITEj  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  upon 
the  United  States  shore,  stands  OLD 
FORT  NIAGARA,  one  of  the  most 
historical  spots  in  North  America,  bear- 
ing within  its  walls  the  relics  of  almost  two  and 
ahalf  centuries.  Here,  in  1669,  LaSalle,  pursuing 
his  heroic  explorations,  erected  the  first  building 
(other  than  an  Indian  wigwam)  to  appear  on  this 
frontier,  and  used  it  as  a  base  of  supplies  to 
facilitate  his  discoveries.  Again,  on  this  site,  in 
1678,  he  built  a  structure  which  he  named  Fort 
Conti.  On  its  ruins,  in  1687,  DeNonville  built 
the  ill-fated  fort  that  bore  his  name,  which  was 
besieged  by  the  Senecas  as  soon  as  the  army 
departed,  and  which  was  destroyed  the  following 
year  on  the  demand  of  the  Senecas  acting  under 
British  instigation.  Fort  Niagara  is  garrisoned, 
and  adjacent  to  it  is  one  of  the  best  reservations 
for  target  practice  in  the  United  States.  During 
the  period  of  the  Canadian  military  encampment 
at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  the  American  soldier 
crosses  the  river  and  fraternizes  in  friendly  good 
fellowship  with  the  Canadian  militiamen. 

Upon  leaving  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  the 
steamer  immediately  enters  Lake  Ontario  upon 
her  swift  passage  of  thirty  miles  across  its  beau- 
tiful waters.  This  sail  affords  one  of  the  most 
refreshing  features  of  the  trip  to  Toronto,  and  as 
the  Canadian  shore  gradually  rises  upon  the 
horizon,  the  passenger's  pleasure  in  visiting  a 
new  country  is  tempered  by  regret  that  the 
voyage  is  drawing  to  a  close  ;  but  his  enthusiasm 
is  quickly  revived  as  the  steamer  enters  the 
harbor  of  Toronto.

TORONTO  HARBOR 


THE  HARBOR  OF  TORONTO,  which 
forms  a  bay  about  3  miles  long-  and  ij^ 
miles  wide,  is  completely  land  locked  save 
for  two  narrow  entrances,  termed  the 
Eastern  and  Western  "gaps."  The  Niagara 
River  Line  Steamers  use  .the  Eastern  entrance, 
and  the  view  from  the  deck  as  the  steamer 
enters  the  bay  is  one  never  to  be  forgotten. 

The  strip  of  land  lying  between  the  two  gaps 
is  called  "Hiawatha  Island."  It  is  beautifully 
laid  out  as  a  park,  and  is  a  popular  pleasure 
ground.

CENTRE  ISLAND  PARK 


THE  Westerly  end  of  the  Island  is  known 
as    "  Hanlan's    Point,"    and    has  the 
character  of  Coney  Island,  various  forms 
of  amusement  being  provided  during-  the 
summer  months. 

The  centre  of  the  Island  has  been  laid  out  as 
a  park,  groves  of  trees,  lagoons  and  winding 
channels  making  it  a  charming-  spot. 

Ferry  steamers  ply  constantly  from  Toronto 
across  the  bay  to  the  different  landings  upon 
the  Island,  and  the  resort  is  well  worthy  of  a 
visit.

The  upper  promenade  deck,  which  ordinarily  ends  in  ' 
front  of  the  pilot  house,  is  extended  to  the  stem,  affording 
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unusual  accommodation  for  passeng-ers,  and  also  shelteringf 
the  promenade  deck  below.  A  ligfht  shade  deck  amidships 
ser\  es  as  an  awning  o\  er  the  upper  promenade  deck. 

The  cabin  appointments  are  as  perfect  as  experienced 
knowledge  of  the  needs  can  make  them.  The  woodwork 
in  the  dining-room  is  Flemish  oak,  and  other  portions  of  the 
ship  weathered  oak,  handsomely  panelled,  with  a  heavy 
beam  ceiling  in  the  entrance  hall.

NIAGARA  FALLS,  ONT. 


THE  Michig-an  Central  R.  R. furnishes  service 
between  Buffalo,  Niag-ara  Falls,  Ont.,  and 
Niagara-on-the-Lake,  where  connection  is 
made  with  Niag-ara  Navigation  Company's 
steamers  for  Toronto.  Niagara-on-the-Lake  is 
situated  on  the  Canadian  shore  at  the  junction 
of  Lake  Ontario  and  the  Niagara  River,  and  is 
one  of  most  popular  summer  resorts  upon  the 
lakes.  The  route  of  the  Michigan  Central  R.  R. 
passes  Queenston  battle  grounds,  scales  the 
mountain  sides,  from  which  a  splendid  view  may 
be  had  of  the  valley,  touches  Queen  Victoria 
Park,  and  stops  at  the  famous  Falls  View  station, 
where-  the  through  trains  remain  five  minutes  or 
more,  giving  the  passengers  an  opportunity  of 
enjoying  the  magnificent  view. 

ONTARIO  HEIGHTS  PARK 

Consists  of  a  beautiful  grove  on  the  banks  of 
the  Niagara  River,  only  a  few  moments'  walk 
from  the  steamer  landing.

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THE   "GREAT  GORGE  ROUTE " 


THE  "GREAT  GORGE  ROUTE"  to 
Lewiston,  N.Y. ,  is  a  marvel  of  skill  and 
ing-enuity.  It  has  become  almost  as  famous 
as  the  Falls  themselves,  and  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  chief  attractions  of  the  region. 

Commencing  at  the  Falls,  the  most  wonderful 
of  river  canyons,  the  Niagara  Gorge,  is  entered 
by  a  gentle  grade  on  the  side  of  the  rocky  g^orge  ; 
passing  under  the  Cantilever  Bridge  and  the  new 
Steel  Arch  Bridge  which  span  the  river,  the  line 
reaches  the  lower  level  at  the  Whirlpool  Rapids. 
The  waters,  which  have  been  slowly  moving  in 
solemn  smoothness,  as  though  resting  after  their 
terrific  leap,  now  rise  with  irresistible  force  and 
are  lashed  into  indescribable  fury. 

Coming  down  the  Gorge,  close  to  the  raging' 
torrent,  the  wondering  passeng-er  is  presently 
broug-ht  into  full  view  of  the  famous  Whirlpool. 
The  scene  presented  here  is  most  awe-inspiring. 
This  great  basin,  lying  at  the  foot  of  frowning- 
walls,  has  been  formed  by  the  action  of  the  rest- 
less rush  of  waters,  which  for  ages  past  have 
been  swept  against  the  granite  cliffs. 

The  river  again  seems  to  pause,  circling 
round  in  sullen  whirl.  Huge  logs  are  sometimes 
seen  suddenly  tossing  their  ends  hig^h  in  the 
air,  to  be  sucked  down  only  a  moment  later  into 
the  vortex  of  the  maelstrom.  It  is  a  weird  and 
uncanny  place.    Suddenly  the  watei-s  find  their

exit,  and  springing'  into  motion  afresh,  pursue 
their  way  to  the  sea.  Following"  the  course  of 
the  river,  the  car  slowly  creeps  around  Ongiara 
curve,  directly  opposite  to  which,  on  the  Canadian 
shore,  are  some  most  remarkable  rock  formations. 

Now  the  descent  of  the  Lower  Rapids  is 
commenced.  In  this  vicinity  are  many  historic 
points.  Among  them  "Devil's  Hole,"  near  the 
wonderful  Giant  Rock,  which  stands  like  a  silent 
sentinel.  The  rivulette  of  Bloody  Run  is  passed, 
where,  in  1763,  a  company  of  British  soldiers 
were  ambushed  at  the  top  of  the  steep  banks  by 
a  band  of  Seneca  Indians.  Out  of  ninety  men, 
but  three  escaped — the  rest  were  either  butchered 
or  thrown  over  the  clilf.  High  on  the  Canadian 
heights  opposite  towers  the  splendid  shaft  ot 
"Brock's  Monument." 

On  the  American  cliff  are  the  ruins  of  Old 
Fort  Gray,  whose  earthworks  beheld,  in  181 2, 
the  "  Battle  of  Queenston  Heights."  At  this 
point  a  suspension  bridge  spans  the  river, 
forming  a  public  highway  between  the  two 
countries,  a  practical  illustration  of  the  present 
friendly  intercoui'se  and  change  of  attitude  from 
days  gone  by. 

A  few  moments  more  and  the  car  has  reached 
Lewiston,  where  the  passenger  finds  the  large 
Niagara  Navigation  steamer  waiting  to  take 
him  to  Toronto.

CANADIAN  SCENIC   ROUTE,  VIA 
QUEENSTON,  ONT. 

BOTH  banks  of  the  Niagara  River  constitute 
historic  g-round.  On  the  Canadian  side 
the  tourist  will  be  interested  in  the  story 
of  Sir  Isaac  Brock,  who,  as  "the  hero  of 
Upper  Canada,"  fills  an  important  place  in 
Canadian  histor}-.  Surmounting  Queenston 
Heights  is  the  superb  obelisk  to  his  memory, 
rivalling-  the  Nelson  Column,  in  London,  in  height 
and  nobility.  Underneath,  in  the  massive  sarco- 
phagus, rests  the  dust  of  Brock  and  his  ii\de-de- 
camp,  McDonell,  both  of  whom  were  slain  in  the 
battle  of  Queenston  Heights  on  October  13th, 
1812 — the  first'real  conflict  ^of  arms  in  the  War 

of  1812-14.^*  T^'' 

Half  way  down  the  slope  is  the  site  of  the 
i8-lb.  battery  that  figured  so  prominently  in  the 
battle,  and  hidden  in  the  forest  near  by  may  be 


distinguished  long" 
trenches  where  the 
dead  were  buried. 


At  the  base  of 
the  Heights  stands 
the  cairn,  unveiled 
by  King  Edward, 
as  Prince  of  Wales, 
in  1 860,  which  marks 
the  spot  where 
Bl  ock  fell,  mortally 
wounded. 


On  a  clear  day  this  monument  may  be  seen 
"by  the  naked  eye  from  Toronto, 
40  miles  distant.

Suspen-  i 
sion  Bridge  marks  the  commencement  of  the 
"Whirlpool  Rapids,"  and  one-half  mile  farther 

down  the  tracks  make  a  great  circle  around  the  * 

edges   of  the  clilfs    enclosing   the    mysterious  \ 

Whirlpool.    Following  the  bank  of  the  river  the  I 

railroad  g^radually  descends  to  the  lake  level.  j 

The  rapids  are  in  constant  view,  and  platforms  • 

are  erected  at  intervals  for  the  benefit  of  tourists  ' 

who  may  wish  to  get  off,  and  continue  by  subse-  ; 

quent  cars.  j 

From  its  elevated  position,  skirting-  along  the  ] 

edge  of  the  lofty  cliffs,  this  Canadian  route  gives  ^, 

distinct  vistas  and  varying  views  of  the  marvel-  \ 

lous  curvings  of  the  majestic  river,  which  are  - 

obtainable  from  no  other  points.  '

/  \  made  to  describe  Niagara  Falls  may  be 
y  \  quoted  the  following":  "Of  all  the  sights 
on  this  earth  of  ours,  which  tourists 
travel  to  see,  at  least  all  of  those  which  I  have 
seen,  I  am  inclined  to  give  the  palm  to  the  Falls 
of  Niagara.  In  the  catalogue  of  such  sights  I 
intend  to  include  all  buildings,  pictures,  statues 
and  wonders  of  art  made  by  man's  hands,  and 
also  all  beauties  of  nature  prepared  by  the  Crea- 
tor for  the  delight  of  all  creatures.  This  is  a 
long  word,  but  as  far  as  my  taste  and  judgment 
go,  it  is  justified.  I  know  no  other  one  thing  so 
beautiful,  so  glorious,  so  powerful.  At  Niagara 
there  is  the  fall  of  water  alone.  But  the  fall  is 
more  graceful  than  Giotto's  Tower,  more  noble 
than  Apollo.
